Carl, President, Merceria Ludgood and Connie Hudson, 

Members.  Also present were Glenn L. Hodge, County 

Administrator/Clerk of the Commission, Jay Ross, County 

Attorney, and W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer.  

President Carl chaired the meeting.

INVOCATION 

 

 The invocation was given by Jerry L. Carl, County 

Commissioner of District 3. 

 

__________________________________________________ 

 

 

 Don Davis, Probate Court Judge:  Good morning, 

Commissioners.  I am here with regard to the sneeze shield 

matter that is on your agenda.  I can wait until that is 

called.   

 

 President Jerry L. Carl:  If you don’t mind, Judge 

Davis, I know you have other things to do, if you’d like to 

go ahead and address it now that would be fine with me 

unless there is an objection.  I do not see one up here. 

 

 Don Davis:  Okay.  Commissioners, as a follow-up to 

the Conference held on Thursday, May 7, 2020, the members 

of the County Administration as well as Rushing Payne, 

Chief of Staff, from my administrative team met with 

representatives of AL-FLA Plastics.  There has been 

dialogue with them.  They have also reviewed other 

potential sources of sneeze shields.  The other sources of 

sneeze shields were viewed as being not appropriate because 

of their design; it would not truly accomplish what we are 

seeking.  The proposal before you today, as I appreciate 

it, is back to AL-FLA Plastics’ proposal, which  

is modified in a sense.  There are new figures.  There are 

two (2) examples that are down on the floor now.  On my 

left-hand side, each of you have had a chance to look at 

individually within the last few minutes before the 

meeting.  The preferable version from the Probate Court’s 

standpoint is the thirty-six (36) inch wide version.  There 

is a thirty-two (32) inch and a thirty-six (36) inch sneeze 

shield.  I want to applaud and thank AL-FLA Plastics for 

coming up with some mock examples on short notice for us.  

The models that they have need to be shortened a little bit 

and the base legs need to be widened to facilitate greater 
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stability.  We have also suggested the internal cutout for 

the window be shortened a little bit from ten (10) inches 

to eight (8) inches.  I am very pleased with what they have 

been able to do and what they are proposing.  I commend 

them to you.  Since the Conference held on Thursday,  

May 7, 2020, Kay Ivey, Governor of Alabama, has modified or 

entered a new emergency proclamation that officially gives 

Probate Court Judges of all Alabama counties the ability to 

reduce the number of poll workers.  I have forwarded the 

email I received to each of you last week.  I hope that you 

received it.  Based on our revised poll worker numbers, we 

estimate at this point in time will need five hundred 

eighty-eight (588) of the sneeze shields.  The proposal, as 

I appreciate it, is to ask you to approve up to one 

thousand (1,000) sneeze shields.  We are looking at needing 

six hundred (600) sneeze shields as an initial purchase.  I 

will be happy to answer any questions you may have. 

 

 President Carl:  Do you want us to leave it at one 

thousand (1,000) versus cutting it back to six hundred 

(600) to leave you with a little bit of flexibility so you 

do not have to come back to us? 

 

 Don Davis:  We are looking at utilizing these sneeze 

shields not only for the run-off election, but also for the 

general election in November 2020.  When we get through the  

run-off election, then we need to shift gears and start 

looking at what we are going to do in November.  We are 

expecting a very heavy turnout of voters in November.   

 

 President Carl:  So we will plan for up to one 

thousand (1,000)? 

 

 Don Davis:  I think that is the concept and that is 

what I understood from the County Administration was 

recommending as well. I would defer to Glenn L. Hodge, 

County Administrator and his staff. 

 

 President Carl:  Okay.  We will leave it as it is.  

One thing I would encourage you on is when you get one of 

these finished, take some good pictures.  That may help us 

with some recruiting more poll workers.   

 

 Don Davis:  I have all kinds of plans in store for 

that.  Thank you for the suggestion. 

 

 Commissioner Connie Hudson:  The price that was in the 

original proposal is one hundred forty-six dollars 

($146.00) each.

 Don Davis:  The price now, Commissioner Hudson, from 

the information furnished to me for the thirty-six (36) 

inch version that I am recommending is one hundred  

fifty-seven dollars and twenty-five cents ($157.25) per 

unit.  If we purchased six hundred (600) at this time, the 

math is ninety-four thousand three hundred fifty dollars 

($94,350.00). 

 

 Commissioner Hudson:  Okay.  Thank you. 

 

 Don Davis:  I would also note that Lance Covan, 

representative of AL-FLA Plastics, is here again.  I want 

to thank him and his staff for all of their efforts during 

the last few days.  He has some staff outside as well.  I 

also want to thank the County Administration and my staff 

as well for all of the work they have done since Thursday, 

May 7, 2020, to flesh all of this out further for us.   

 

 President Carl:  Fantastic. 

 

 Don Davis:  I do not know if you have any questions 

for Lance Covan.  I will defer to him if you do. 

 

 E. Edwin Kerr, County Deputy Administrator:  I would 

like to speak on this also.  The Administration was 

interested in this design because it is easier to 

transport.  We pick up a lot by being able to use this 

design versus the wooden frame design that we were looking 

at last week.  I do want to mirror the thanks to AL-FLA 

Plastics because they really worked hard to get the pricing 

and a design in front of us.  As we discussed it this 

morning with Don Davis, Probate Court Judge, and some of 

the others, we realized that we still needed to make 

further modifications to this size as Don Davis, Probate 

Court Judge, spoke to.  We do not have a firm price because 

I think we should give AL-FLA Plastics an opportunity to go 

back and review what these additional design modifications 

will do to the pricing.  What we suggest doing is to 

approve this item pending an agreed upon price and 

configuration.  So far we are happy with the price.  We 

think it is a fair price.  It is certainly in line with 

some of the others we have seen.  I think it would be 

unfair to hold AL-FLA Plastics to this price today for 

further considerations that need to be made.  If we could 

change that item, I think that would allow us to still move 

forward quickly.   

 

 Commissioner Hudson:  We are not talking about a 

significant increase?  We are talking about minor design 

modifications, correct? 
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 E. Edwin Kerr:  No.  It should be some give and take.  

I think we are going to shorten the overall height to 

reduce materials, but we are going to add on in some 

others.  I can’t say it will be a no net increase.  We do 

need to give him the opportunity to review that to get it 

right. 

 

 Commissioner Hudson:  Okay. 

 

 President Carl:  This is going to be pricing to be 

determined? 

 

 E. Edwin Kerr:  Yes. 

 

 President Carl:  Okay. 

 

 E. Edwin Kerr:  Still up to one thousand (1,000) units 

with the intent being the first order as six hundred (600) 

units. 

 

 President Carl:  Okay.  Thank you. 

 

 Commissioner Hudson:  Do we want to take this one out 

of order? 

 

 President Carl:  Yes.

APPROVE PROPOSAL/AL-FLA 

 PLASTICS/PROBATE COURT 

 

Commissioner Hudson moved, seconded by Commissioner 

Ludgood, that the Board approve proposal of AL-FLA Plastics 

to provide up to 1,000 Table Top Sneeze Guards, made 

entirely of polycarbonate, to protect poll workers and 

voters at the polling sites for the July 14, 2020 Primary 

Runoff Election, for Probate Court, due to Coronavirus 

(COVID-19) pandemic, pending legal review, size 

determination, and pricing. 

 

 Motion carried unanimously. 

 

__________________________________________________ 

 

 

 E. Edwin Kerr, County Deputy Administrator:  The 

Administration wanted to give a slight update to the 

current situation in regards to Kay Ivey’s, Governor of 

Alabama, Safer-At-Home Order as it currently is and how 

that relates to County operations.  I want to go over a few 

points just to make sure y’all are aware of the new 
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requirements.  While we did lessen a lot of the 

restrictions, there are some things that are continued to 

be restricted as part of the order.  We wanted to make sure 

the Commissioners are aware of that.  These really fall 

into two (2) categories.  One (1) is employee protection 

and one (1) is how it relates to the public interacting 

with the County and departmental operations.  As far as the 

employee protection, we are to still maintain six (6) feet 

between employees, perform regular disinfection, prevent 

sick employees from contacting others, facilitate remote 

working arrangements where practical, and minimize travel.  

To a large degree, we had been doing this and we will 

continue doing this.  The addition to that is we hope that 

as soon as this week to have additional no-touch 

thermometers, in which we will be monitoring employees and 

others as they enter the building to make sure we can 

identify those who may be sick and get them segregated from 

the other employees.  That is where we sit on the employee 

side.  As far as looking at how we modify how the public is 

interacting with County operations, there are a few points 

I want to touch on.  Regarding this current order, we are 

still required to protect the public by maintaining six (6) 

feet of separation and to regularly disinfect.  We have 

been doing this and we will continue to do this.  We have 

ordered a thermal camera system to set up at the entrances 

to help identify those who are sick as they enter the 

building.  We hope to have in place by the time jury trials 

commence.  That is in the works. 

 

 Commissioner Connie Hudson:  How does a thermal camera 

system work? 

 

 E. Edwin Kerr:  If Tyler Martin, Facilities 

Engineering Manager, is listening, he can come in and speak 

to it.  We are looking at a camera system that identifies 

and reads facial temperature.  It helps to identify those 

who may have a fever.  When we get to a point of handheld 

thermometers when jury trials come back, that is a lot of 

people.  It will slow down getting people in.  The thermal 

imaging is a way to address that.   

 

 Commissioner Merceria Ludgood:  They had one on Sixty 

Minutes last night at Amazon. 

 

 President Jerry L. Carl:  I saw that.  Any temperature 

change will show up redder and redder. 

 

 Commissioner Hudson:  Anyone entering the building 

would be required to pass before the thermal camera? 

 

 E. Edwin Kerr:  Right. It does multiple people at one 

time, I believe. 

 

 Commissioner Hudson:  Okay. 
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 E. Edwin Kerr:  It is a combination of thermal camera 

and software that helps identify who the persons would be. 

 

 Commissioner Hudson:  It reads it from the face? 

 

 E. Edwin Kerr:  That is correct. 

 

 Commissioner Hudson:  Okay. 

 

 President Carl:  How many do you have?  Is it just one 

(1) for the side entrance? 

 

 Tyler Martin, Facilities Engineering Manager:  We 

would set up one (1) for each entrance, Commissioner. 

 

 President Carl:  There would be three (3)? 

 

 Tyler Martin:  Yes, sir. 

 

 President Carl:  Okay.  Is there a cost? 

 

 Tyler Martin:  We are in the process of bidding those, 

but the preliminary costs are about fifteen thousand 

dollars ($15,000.00) per unit for the whole set up.  That 

includes the camera, software, and monitors. 

 

 President Carl:  Thank you. 

 

 E. Edwin Kerr:  If we are able to get reimbursements, 

that would be a reimbursable item related to the 

Coronavirus (COVID-19) pandemic. 

 

 Commissioner Hudson:  Okay. 

 

 President Carl:  Fantastic. 

 

 E. Edwin Kerr:  Just wrapping up to let you know 

department directors are currently doing an assessment for 

their departments to help identify their state of readiness 

on resuming normal operations as far as public interacting 

with their departments and to identify what resources they 

need to do that.  They will be turning those back in to 

Administration this week and we will be updating the 

Commissioners soon on our ability to fully open for all the 

public and to what degree we are ready to do so.  Regarding 

parks, Kay Ivey’s, Governor of Alabama, order does still 

require that we prohibit access to playground equipment and 

that we prohibit team sports that cannot maintain social 

distancing or use shared equipment as part of the sports 

activities.  We will be factoring that into how parks 

reopen.  The last thing is a reminder that senior citizen 

centers are still to remain closed with the exception of 

curbside service and delivery of meals.  That is where we 

are currently regarding how the order fits into County 

operations.   
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 President Carl:  I have said this before and I’ll say 

it again.  Take away the jail as far as the outbreaks, the 

County as a whole has done a fantastic job of keeping 

numbers down.  I think we may have had one member of staff 

at the Commission that tested positive.  That’s it.  We 

have really done a great job and I think the whole staff 

should be commended for that.   

 

__________________________________________________ 

 

 

 Dena Pollard, Public Relations Officer:  We have 

Martha McLean Woodard here for Agenda Item #31 about a 

property line. 

 

 President Jerry L. Carl:  Good morning, Ms. Woodard.  

How can we help you? 

 

 Martha McLean Woodard:  I am from Citronelle and I 

have some property adjoining this property that is being 

brought forth to you today.  I just want to ensure nobody 

is encroaching onto my property.  I have had a really bad 

situation on the other side of me going down Holloman Road.  

I came home to them cutting down a bunch of trees on my 

tree line.  I do not want that to happen on this side of 

me.  They had a stake in my front yard about six (6) weeks 

ago.  Someone has stolen a lot of stuff from my property 

over the last year but I fell and broke my shoulder and arm 

in three (3) places.  I was immobile to move and go out 

there.  I do not want to have any issues with this at all.  

I am back and forth now trying to get things going back and 

someone keeps removing my no trespassing signs.  I bought 

some purple paint to ensure my property line is not moved.  

They took the signs down.  I do not know if there is a 

problem whatsoever with this.  I am hoping not.  I am 

hoping I wasted a trip down here.  It was important enough 

for me to take off work and come down here today. 

 

 President Carl:  W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer, 

you might be able to speak to this, but I really doubt we 

would remove a no trespassing sign.  That is something we 

do not do.  Bryan may be able to speak as far as the stakes 

on the road.  Would you help us out on that? 

 

 W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer:  Yes, 

Commissioners.  The stakes I believe she is referring to 

would be survey stakes that are set up by the surveyor 

designating property corners.  This is a little less than 

eight (8) acres being divided up into two (2) lots.  It is 

kind of in a rural area.  I do not know that we can address 

some of the concerns she has as far as encroaching onto 

property lines.  That is a civil matter between property 

owners.  We do not see a problem with the approval of the 

plat as it is presented to us. 
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 Commissioner Connie Hudson:  According to the plat? 

 

 W. Bryan Kegley II:  According to the plat, there does 

not seem to be any issues.  As far as property line 

disputes, we cannot tell that.   

 

 Commissioner Hudson:  Nothing has occurred yet, Ms. 

Woodard, to indicate there is any encroachment other than 

signs and stakes being removed. 

 

 Martha McLean Woodard:  Okay.  I was hoping that is 

how it would be.  I assumed it may be children because 

there is a vehicle out there that someone busted the front 

windshield out for whatever reason about two (2) weeks ago.   

 

 President Carl:  I also noticed is the right-of-way 

fifty (50) feet further in than what it is marked here?  

What is the dotted line? 

 

 W. Bryan Kegley II:  That is your building setback 

line, Commissioner. 

 

 President Carl:  Okay.  Would that be where the stake 

is at that she is talking about? 

 

 W. Bryan Kegley II:  I do not believe so.  We normally 

see stakes set out at the right-of-way line. 

 

 President Carl:  Do you know where the right-of-way is 

on this one? 

 

 W. Bryan Kegley II:  This is a sixty (60) feet  

right-of-way, so basically about thirty (30) feet from the 

center line of the road should be where the stake is. 

 

 Martha McLean Woodard:  There is a County maintained 

road right off of Boothtown Road that fronts it.  One is 

beside me and in front of me on one corner.  It is 

established and it is maintained to the second driveway 

coming into mine.  That is not a problem.  Or they could go 

in the other side as well.   

 

 President Carl:  It never fails when we start to work 

with right-of-ways; over the years, people’s fences will 

either move up or move back just by putting a new fence up.  

If it is on a right-of-way, everyone thinks that is where 

it is supposed to go until it is surveyed.  We deal with a 

lot of those fences that are in the wrong place.  We try to 

work with the owners as best as we can. 

 

 Martha McLean Woodard:  Okay. 

 

 President Carl:  The stake on the corner closest to 

the road is actually going to be the corner of your 

property. 
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 Martha McLean Woodard:  I have been told for forty-six 

(46) years that it is not where it is at.   

 

 President Carl:  Okay.  Not being able to see the 

stakes, I cannot say for a definite sure.  I just had mine 

surveyed and I was a little surprised where mine was at. 

 

 Commissioner Hudson:  Do you have a survey of your 

property that was done? 

 

 Martha McLean Woodard:  No, I didn’t.  I did a regular 

land plat from it and the man that owned the property 

beside me was Mr. Oliver Byrd and he passed away.  He came 

out and showed me where it was.  When he passed, the 

property went to his five (5) stepdaughters.  It has been 

up for sale for a good while.  I am not sure how long.   

 

 Commissioner Hudson:  I guess the only way to know for 

absolute certainty where your property line is would be to 

have a survey done. 

 

 W. Bryan Kegley II:  That would be correct, 

Commissioner. 

 

 Commissioner Hudson:  A lot of times, things are 

assumed for many years and it’s just taken as fact.  It may 

not be.  The only way to absolutely determine where the 

property line is would be with a survey.  That would be a 

safety net for you to fall back on and know exactly that. 

 

 Martha McLean Woodard:  On limited social security 

income at almost seventy (70) years old, it is not just 

something you can go and afford to get. 

 

 Commissioner Hudson:  I understand.  Bryan, do you 

have any other recommendations? 

 

 W. Bryan Kegley II:  Not at this time, Commissioner. 

 

 President Carl:  I do not know what else we can offer 

you.   

 

 Martha McLean Woodard:  I just want to ensure I am 

okay and do not need to worry about it. 

 

 President Carl:  The only thing we can assure you with 

is that the lines themselves are drawn and documented here 

in our records.  If you dispute the lines or if they 

dispute the lines, either side has the opportunity to go to 

Civil Court and dispute the line.  We cannot show you where 

the line is at. 

 

 Martha McLean Woodard:  Okay. 
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 President Carl:  That is a civil issue.  As far as 

them clearing property, there are no ordinances in the 

County that says they cannot clear property, whether it is 

just to clean up underbrush for a homestead or for property 

owners or if it is to build a home on.  That is ordinances 

and guidelines that are outside our normal of what we are 

allowed to do.   

 

 Martha McLean Woodard:  Okay. 

 

 President Carl:  I would trust those survey markers.  

I truly would.  Those are professionals out there.  I 

doubted mine and I paid for a second person to come out and 

do it.  It was exactly where the first person said it was.  

I was shocked.  A part of my yard disappeared.   

 

 Martha McLean Woodard:  I had that issue in the town 

where I am at now.  When I had my last home I bought 

surveyed, my property went three (3) feet into their yard 

but they could not have gotten into their house.  So I told 

them to not worry about it.   

 

 President Carl:  It is amazing how the houses shift on 

those property lines when they are built.   

 

 Martha McLean Woodard:  It did not matter to me.   

 

 President Carl:  As it is right now, there is no real 

objection from our engineering department.  Everything is 

pretty much the way it is supposed to be. 

 

 Martha McLean Woodard:  Okay. 

 

 President Carl:  We will follow through with it.  

Thank you for coming down and expressing your fears and 

your thoughts.  We need to hear that. 

 

 Martha McLean Woodard:  I appreciate your time, sir 

and ladies.  I really do. 

 

 President Carl:  Take care. 

 

 Commissioner Hudson:  Thank you, Ms. Woodard.  Have a 

good day. 

 

 Martha McLean Woodard:  You have made my day.  I was 

nervous.

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 Nayyer Mahdi:  Good morning and thank you for the 

opportunity to present some highlights from the County’s 

draft Five-Year Consolidated Plan, One-Year Annual Action 

Plan, and Fair Housing Study.  Before we start, since this 

presentation is live-streaming, we have a little bit of 

housekeeping.  If anyone joining online has questions or 

comments during the presentation, you can send them by 

email to kathy.mchugh@mobilecountyal.gov.  We will try to 

respond in real time.  We will also have information about 

how to access and provide comments on the complete reports 

at the end of the presentation.   

 

 As many of you know, the Consolidated Plan and Annual 

Action Plan serve as Mobile County’s official application 

to the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development so 

the County can continue to receive grant funds for 

community development and affordable housing through HUD’s 

Community Development Block Grant (CDBG), HOME Programs, 

and if Emergency Solution Grant (ESG) is allocated.  The 

Consolidated Plan is an overarching five-year strategy that 

looks at what the County’s priority needs are through 2024.  

The Annual Action Plan is focused on specific activities 

the County plans to undertake in 2020 using grant funds.  

We also did a study known as Analysis of Impediments to 

Fair Housing Choice, which HUD requires all grantees to 

prepare.  This study looks at whether everyone in Mobile 

County has the same access to housing regardless of 

federally protected classes.  This includes race, 

ethnicity, national origin, religion, sex, disability, and 

whether or not there are children in the household.  If any 

of those impact housing choices, HUD asked grantees to look 

at and consider ways to reduce these barriers.   

 

 Before we get into the findings of each plan, I want 

to share a bit about the planning process.  We began by 

collecting community input through surveys, interviews, and 

community meetings.  Overall, we had about one hundred 

sixty (160) residents and other stakeholders who provided 

input in one (1) of these ways.  We also use data from the 

U.S. Census Bureau as it is very important to be counted, 

HUD, local Housing Authority, and other community plans to 

help develop the drafts.  We’re now in the last phase of 

the planning process where the plans are available for 

public comments.  After the comment period which ends at 

5:00 P.M., Friday, May 15, 2020, the plans will be 

finalized and submitted to HUD along with any comments we 

receive.   

 

Based on community input and other data, the 

Consolidated Plan identifies several priorities related to 

affordable housing and community development activities for 

the next five (5) years.  On the housing priorities, the 

County will focus on expanding the availability of 

affordable rental housing, assist homeowners with housing 
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repairs or accessibility improvements, helping first-time 

homebuyers buy their dream home, and what to prevent  

at-risk households from becoming homeless.  Community 

development priorities will include providing a variety of 

services to residents which include improve facilities and 

infrastructure, working to demolish dilapidated structures 

and eliminate blight, and provide fair housing services.  

The projects listed on the next slide show some examples of 

the types of services and public improvements included in 

these priorities. 

 

For the coming year, the County will receive one 

million six hundred twenty-two thousand one hundred  

forty-eight dollars ($1,622,148.00) in Community 

Development Block Grant (CDBG) funds and five hundred 

eighty thousand eight hundred twenty-six dollars 

($580,826.00) in HOME funds.  This is the regular funding 

not the CARES Act.  These are the specific projects the 

County plans to fund using the grant money.  As you can 

see, this list includes several housing activities, 

emergency repairs assistance, a ramp accessibility program, 

and the development of new rental housing.  There are 

several projects focused on physical improvements such as 

improvements to Semmes Senior Center and street 

improvements.  For public services, grants will be used to 

assess senior programs, youth programs, victims of child 

abuse, victims of domestic abuse, rape victims, and help 

people access prescription medication.  Finally, a portion 

of both the Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) and 

HOME Grants will be used for program administration to 

cover the cost of County’s work in planning and 

administering these activities.   

 

Turning to the Fair Housing Study, I’ll present the 

fair housing barriers identified in that report.  Like the 

consolidated plan, these are based on input we received 

from the committee as well as analysis of different data 

and maps.  As mentioned before, HUD identifies housing 

impediments as any action, omission, or decision that 

restricts housing choice based on race, ethnicity, national 

origin, religion, sex, disability, or whether or not there 

are children in the house.  Of the barriers identified in 

the Analysis of Impediments, the first couple focus on 

neighborhood improvements.  The study showed there are some 

gaps in access to economic opportunity and neighborhood 

infrastructure that impacts some areas of the County more 

than others.  Other barriers had to do with housing issues 

like affordability, accessibility, eviction, and home 

ownership that have a disparate impact on some protected 

classes I had already mentioned.  Lastly, the County will 

plan to continue its fair housing education efforts over 

the next five years.
